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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


There is little to say in regard to the work of this 
Board for the year just past. 

Fortunately there has been little contagious disease 
and the expense accordingly is less than for some former 
years. The cases of this class should be less and less as 
the people learn to look out for themselves better and 
to take care and not allow infection to be spread around. 
The continued neglect on the part of a few parents in 
town to keep children from school when suffering from 
communicable disease renders it again necessary to call 
attention to the fact that it is a plain violation of the 
Statute Law to allow any child to attend school when 
afflicted with any disease which can be communicated to 
another. 

It makes no difference whether the affliction be con- 
sidered dangerous or otherwise. There are some ailments 
which, while perhaps not considered particularly harm- 
ful, are still disagreeable and dirty and hence objection- 
able to the majority of persons. 

It is expected that the teachers will co-operate with 
this Board in this matter and that whenever in doubt as 
to the condition of the child send him home until the 
doubt is cleared up rather than allow him to expose other 
children to possible infection. 

The School Committee should also work in entire 
harmony with this Board if the regulations in regard to 
health are to be of the greatest value.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The School Board is convinced that the all important 
matter in connection with the schools is teachers. There 
never has been a time during the last ten years when 
securing competent teachers has been so difficult as it was 
last year, but on the other hand there never has been a 
time when we have had so many well trained teachers 
upon our list as now. 

On the whole we feel that in this respect we have 
been fortunate, and we recommend no abatement in the 
effort to secure, whenever changes must be made, the 
very best available. 

Over against the fact that expenses have increased 
may be put the fact that a considerable sum paid our 
normal school and certificate teachers will be received 
back from the State. 

A feature deserving special notice is the improve- 
ment shown in our roll of honor. Last year the number 
of pupils having perfect attendance was two, this year it 
is three; those not absent or tardy for two years were 
eight, this year it is 21; those for one term were 17, this 
year they numbered 31. Three schools that did not ap- 
pear upon the roll at all last year now come forward with 
29 names, and two of those names represent perfect at- 
tendance for the year. These last two, and the third in 
the same group, seem to deserve special mention. They 
are Mary Carter of School No. 2, Henry C. West of School 
‘No. 4 grammar, and Rodney McGrath of School No. 5.
